The  big  day  for  approximately  one  hundred 
high  school  seniors  began  at  9  this  morning  with 
an  opening  program  in  Knights  Gym.  Pres.  C.  H. 
Becker  and  Student  Body  President  Tom  Loftus 
opened  the  program  with  welcoming  speeches.  Norm 
Fintel,  director  of  public  relations,  explained  the 
proceedings  of  the  day  to  the  seniors.

After  Twenty-Day  European 
Vogel  Predicts  Strength  Of

Bob  Vogel,  junior,  second  vice  president  of  the  Inter¬ 
national  Luther  League,  took  time  out  this  past  week  to 
analyze  his  recent  20-day  trip  to  Europe  and  enumerate  some 
of  its  highlights. 

In  summing  up  the  experience 
he  said,  "It  was  a  tremendous  edu¬ 
cation,  a  challenge  and  an  inspira¬ 
tion." 

Along  with  Arthur  Woelke,  pres¬ 
ident  of  the  Michigan  District  Lu¬ 
ther  League,  Vogel  accompanied 
Dr.  Marcus  Rieke,  Youth  Director 
of  the  American  Lutheran  Church, 
to  the  Lutheran  World  Federation 
Commission  on  Stewardship  and 
Congregation;!]  Life  held  last 
month  in  Hanover,  Germany. 

Left  U.S.  Oct.  10 
Leaving  the  United  States  by 
plane  Oct.  10.  the  parly  visited  10 
European  countries  during  the  fol¬ 
lowing  three  weeks. 

"It  will  probably  be  a  whib.

the  farm  and  rural  people,  so  I 
could  get  an  understanding  of  their 
fears,  their  likes  and  dislikes  and 
their  attitude  toward  Christ  and 
the  Church.

"One  thing  which  interested  me 
was  the  situation  of  the  church  in 
the  Scandinavian  countries.  These 
countries  are  prosperous  and  are 
well  organized  in  social  welfare.

“Over  90  per  cent  of  the  people 
in  these  countries  are  Lutherans. 
The  Lutheran  Church  is  the  Slate 
Church  and  is  represented  on  Ihe 
King's  Cabinet  by  a  Minister  of 
Religion  and  Education.  So  things 
concerning  the  Church  can  be  tak¬ 
en  directly  to  Ihe  Parliament.' 
Majority  Indifferent 

He  disclosed,  however,  that  the 
majority  of  Ihe  members  and  even 
many  of  the  council  members  of 
Ihe  churches  tend  lo  develop  an 
indifferent  attitude  toward  the 
church  after  they  have  become 
confirmed. 

"f  was  surprised  at  the  strength 
of  the  Lutheran  Church  in  France. 
There  are  40  million  people  in 
France  and  one  million  of  them 
are  Lutherans.  Fifty  jfbr  cent  of 
these  are  very  active. 

Vogel  concluded,  "To  me  the 
future  strength  of  the  Lutheran 
Church  in  Ihe  world  lies  in  the 
Lutheran  youth  of  America."

If  the  Republicans  had  won  this  election,  the 
Presidential  race  in  '56  would  not  have  been  the 
uphill  climb  for  Nixon  that  it  now  is. 

The  Republicans  adopted  what  is  popularly 
known  as  the  "McCarthy  technique”  in  this  cam¬ 
paign,  although  the  approach  more  correctly  origi¬ 
nated  with  Nixon's  early  California  campaigns.  This 
may  explain  in  part  Nixon’s  apparent  condolence  of 
McCarthy. 

President  Eisenhower  early  expressed  the 
hoDe  that  the  campaigns  would  center  on  foreign 
policy,  but  apparently  this  did  not  get  across 
to  the  people.  Therefore,  the  level  of  the  cam¬ 
paigning  was  lowered  to  that  of  destructive 
criticism  of  party  and  policies. 

Changes  in  power  in  the  Congress  mean  a 
change  in  some  of  the  committee  heads,  for  as 
political  spoils,  the  majority  party  gleans  the  chair¬ 
manships  of  many  important  committees.  The  new 
Speaker  of  the  House  will  probably  be  Sam  Ray¬ 
burn.  These  factors  may  change  the  emphasis  of 
Congress  and  again  lead  the  United  States  into 
another  New  Deal.

Most  of  the  remaining  colleges 
and  universities  reported  that  they 
were  acquainted  with  the  preferen¬ 
tial  system,  have  or  plan  to  dis¬ 
cuss  it,  but  have  not  tried  it  in  any 
campus  election. 

Preferential  balloting,  then,  is 
something  for  many  colleges  to 
consider.  About  35  years  ago  it 
was  popular  throughout  the  coun¬ 
try  in  political  elections,  Ten 
states  used  the  system  for  some 
time,  but  it  was  finally  abandoned. 

Today  the  method  is  used  most¬ 
ly  in  municipal  elections  and  main¬ 
ly  to  get  rid  of  the  expensive  pri¬ 
mary. 

Order  Of  Preference  Given 

In  voting  on  this  type  of  ballot, 
the  voter  marks  his  first,  second 
and  third  choices  in  order  of  prei 
erence.  Then  the  ballots  are  ar¬ 
ranged  so  that  the  first  choices 
lor  each  candidate  are  separated. 
However,  within  the  system  itself, 
variation  steins  largely  from  the 
particular  methods  of  counting 
the  ballots. 

Two  plans  have  been  devised. 
By  the  Bucklin  plan,  a  candidate 
is  elected  if  he  has  a  majority  of 
first  choices.  Or  failing  that,  he 
must  receive  a  majority  of  com¬ 
bined  first  and  second  choices. 

Finally,  if  a  majority  is  still  not 
reached,  the  winning  candidate  is 
the  one  receiving  the  largest  num¬ 
ber  of  all  choices. 

Hare  Plan  Used  Here 

The  Hare  plan,  partially  used 
lv  Wartburg,  also  elects  a  candi¬ 
date  having  a  majority  on  the  first- 
choice  ballots.  However,  not 
achieving  this,  the  candidate  with 
the  least  number  of  votes  is 
dropped  and  his  ballots  are  as¬ 
signed  to  the  designated  second 
choice. 

This  system  continues  dropping 
low  candidates  until  a  majority  is 
reached  by  some  one  person. 

Thus,  the  Bucklin  plan  gives  the 
voter  several  votes  which  are  all 
counted  if  no  majority  is  reached, 
and  the  Hare  plan  uses  a  single 
transferable  vote  which  occurs  as 
a  low  man  is  dropped.  Otherwise, 
this  ballot  would  be  wasted. 

Sometimes  a  different  weight  is 
given  to  first,  second  and  third 
choices.  Or,  in  other  words,  a 
third  choice  would  not  count  so 
much  as  the  first  choice. 

Two  marked  advantages  dis¬ 
tinguish  the  preferential  system. 


First  of  all,  the  majority  is  likely 
to  win.  The  counting  of  other 
choices  will  bring  about  concen¬ 
tration  of  scattered  votes,  and  in 
political  elections  the  voter  would 
likely  choose  all  candidates  with 
approximately  the  same  vie 
policies. 

Direct  Primary  Abolished 

Secondly,  this  plan  abolishes  the 
direct  primary  or  the  process  of 
candidate  elimination. 


However,  if  voters  mark  only 
first  choices,  the  system  lends  it¬ 
self  to  manipulation,  and  for  this 
reason  many  cities  have  been 
forced  to  abandon  the  scheme.
